n the afternoon of Saturday, March 12, there was 
enacted off Halifax a true drama of the sea, 
replete with all the best traditions of “those who go 
down to the sea in ships."” The salvage ship Reindeer, 
herself on the way to aid a vessel in distress, became a 
wrec!: and sent out an §.0.8., which was picked up 
by the Canadian Pacific liner Montcalm, bound from 
Liverpool to Halifax. Captain A. Rothwell, her com- 
mander, at once altered course and raced to the 
sinking Reindeer. When within two miles, volunteers 
were called for and a lifeboat, under command of 
Second Officer H. 8. puigt t, battled with wind and 
high seas for nearly four hours to reach the stricken 
ship.
